These men were put under guard while 
the other troops were dispatched on a 
systematic house to house canvass. All 
male occupants were ordered to go. to 
the middle of the street and assemble at 
the pool hall. The miners obeyed with- 
out protest, many being frightened by 
the appearance of the bayonets. 

When the entire male population had 
been assembled, fifty-two miners. were 
put under arrest and marched to cars 
under guard. The remaining miners 
were then asked if they would return 
to work Friday morning, and all replied 
‘fm the affirmative. 

Troops then entrained for Monarch, 
where all miners were rounded up by 
the soldiers, and marched to their hall. 
The men then voted on. whether they 
would return to work, the. soldiers re- 
maining outside. The vote was taken 
and it was announced that all the 
miners had voted to return to work.’ 

With’ this assurance, Major Dean or- 
dered his men to entrain for Sheridan. 
The fifty-two prisoners were taken to 
Fort Mackenzie because the county jail

At first the 
Allies actually encouraged the organ- 
ization of General von GoLTz's 
army onthe ground that it protected 
the Baltic, coast against the Bolshe- 
viki. When - it was discovered that. 
the Germans on the Baltic were doi 
no ‘fighting against the Bolsheviki, 
but were making much trouble for 
the new Baltic republics that were 
fighting the Bolsheviki on their other 
front, the Supreme Council began to 
order the Germans to back. 
Note after note was sent; weeks 
passed, and the Germans j did. not 
move. German Government 
ordered them to retire, but the order 
was not obeyed ; it was perhaps never 
intended to be obeyed, and certainly 
obedience was not expected. Von 
per GonTz was removed, but under 
a new commander the army stayed in 
Courland,. and finally made the as- 
sault on Riga which led to disaster. 
All this while the Supreme Council 
had done nothing but write notes, and 
finally to appoint a. commission to go 
to the Baltic and ‘‘ supervise the 
evacuation "* of the Germans. How 
the commission would. have compelled 
this evacuation’ has never been ‘ex- 
plained. The Letts did compel it by 
hard fighting, and it would be both 
ungracious and unwise for the com- 
mission to interfere to prevent the 
Letts from completing their task. 
The commission may fear _that the 
Baltic republics will open ‘the way to 
Bolshevism.
